DISCOVERED 


A UNIQUE system of 
trenches which has re¬ 
mained undiscovered for 
almost a century has been 
revealed by a team of archae¬ 
ologists and historians. 

The overgrown remains of the dug- 
outs used to train soldiers during the 
First World War lie in woods behind 
the current Army base at Shomcliffe. 

They include a zigzagging network of 
trenches, bunkers, shelters and arti¬ 
facts which have been buried under a 
tangle of trees and shrubs since they 
were abandoned in late 1918.

They are close to the military ceme- 
teiy just outside the base in an area at 
one time used as a rubbish dump which 
is now littered with broken water 
tanks, crockeiy and metal fittings. 

The team which made the discovery 
had studied old maps of the area 
which showed the likely location of 
the fortifications. But members were 
stunned at the dimensions of the net¬ 
work which they uncovered. 

Some of the trenches still have the 


original corrugated iron used to prop 
up the earth in place. Other discover¬ 
ies were fragments of a rum bottle 
and an old gas-mask. 

The next stage will be to fully clear 
them as they are hidden beneath 90 
years of vegetation growth. 

Then history buffs intend to open up 
the remains and turn them into a vis¬ 
itor attraction for Shepway. 

Archaeologist Dr David Kenyon spe¬ 
cialises in uncovering 1914-18 remains 
and has done important work on pre¬ 
serving them in France. He has also 
worked with the BBC’s Timeteam. 

He said: “What we have found is a

The First World War re-enactors were there as part of a new project 
to uncover the training trenches used by Montgomery 90 years ago and 
open them up as an education resource centre for future generations. 

The military cemetery at Shorncliffe also charts the history of the 
site over the last 200 years, containing the graves of soldiers from the 
Napoleonic era, the Chinese Engineers Corp, Canada and Belgium. 

The Redoubt is also famous as the birthplace of modern battlefield 
tactics, when Sir John Moore established the British Army's first 
permanent light infantry regiments in 1B03. 

He pioneered new formations, tactics and an ethos where officers put 
their men first. Moore's 95th Rifles regiment was later popularised in 
Bernard Cornwell's 'Sharpe' novels.

Yourshepway Reporter NICK AMES has 
been accompanying troops in Afghanistan 
from two Kent-based regiments - the 2nd 
Gurkha Rifles and the Princess of Wales's 
Royal Regiment. They are based in Helmand 
province at the Forward Operational Base in 
Musa Qa'leh, which was retaken from the 
Taliban last year, and at Patrol Base Minden, 
which is just yards from the front line 

HEROIC Gurkhas took part 
in a daring operation which 
drove the Taliban out of 
strongholds in Afghanistan’s 
Helmand province. 

Operation Kapcha Baz - Pashtu for 
‘Cobra Eagle’ - saw more than 250 
British Army troops, including the 
renowned Folkestone-based Nepalese 
warriors, working in partnership with 
100 soldiers of the Afghan national 
army, in an area known as the Snake’s 
Belly. 

The name comes from the shape of 
the river Helmand as it runs down the 
length of the province, about 100km 
south of Garmsir. It is flanked on each 
bank by the lush agricultural land of 
the green zone, with tall maize, wheat 
and reed beds criss-crossed with irri¬ 
gation ditches and wadis. 

The mission was to find and disrupt 
the enemy, and to gather information 
on their movements. 

Crossroads 

Two objectives - codenamed Wolf 
and Vixen - were identified by a cross¬ 
roads near one of the villages. 

This area was believed to be a key 
location for the coordination of enemy 
fighters and resources being moved 
north to attack patrol bases held by 
British forces near Garmsir. 

A further 15km further south, an 
area codenamed Coyote was targeted 
as central to the movement of fighters 
through the area. Finally, further 
south still, Dingo was an area of heavy 
Taliban influence, the busy bazaar 
believed to be a stopping-off point and 
coordination zone. 

The Gurkhas, supported by 
armoured Jackal vehicles, moved west 
towards Objective Wolf, first pushing 
through mountainous passes. 


Their surprise move caught the 
enemy unaware and insurgents were 
spotted ahead of them, preparing an 
ambush site and digging in an impro¬ 
vised explosive device (IED), intended 
to detonate when they moved into the 
area. Two rockets were fired, which 
resulted in direct hits on the enemy, 
causing them losses and preventing 
an ambush. 

Major Jody Davies MBE, Officer 
Commanding D Company, 2nd Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, said: “After assessing 
that the enemy were lying in wait, we 
moved forward in a slow and deliber¬ 
ate way, fully expecting them to open 
fire on us. However - we spotted the 
enemy first, positively identified car¬ 
rying weapons and preparing an 
ambush, we were able to engage their 
firing points with our own small arms 
while our support team called in fire 
from the guided multi-launch rocket 
system, which proved deadly.” 

As they advanced towards the vil¬ 
lage, they came under a heavy fire 
from rifles and machine guns. 

The Taliban fired rocket-propelled 
grenades (RPGs) deliberately aimed 
to explode in mid-air and rain shrap¬ 
nel on advancing British forces. 

“Having been forced to spring their 
ambush early, we were subjected to a 
maelstrom of fire from machine guns 


and RPGs,” Major Davies said. 

Rifleman Bipin Nembang, who was 
in the lead section, said: “There was 
no cover. With 30kg on my back there 
was no option but to take up a position 
right in the middle of the enemy’s kill 
zone - and fire back on rapid.” 

His colleague, Rifleman Rabindra 
Rai, said: “I was lead scout, moving 
towards the objective when we came 
under heavy fire. This wound me up 
and so, taking my life into my hands, 
I dashed forward and tried to put 
down as heavy a rate of fire as I could 
to protect my friends.” 

Professionalism 

With the weight of enemy fire heavy 
and sustained, Jackals sped forward 
to bring their heavy machine guns to 
bear, placing themselves deliberately 
between the ground troops and enemy 
firing points. 

With the enemy shocked by the two¬ 
pronged attack, many fled and the 
Afghan army dealt with any remain¬ 
ing resistance. 

Showing increasing professionalism 
and capability, they swept through the 
area, searching for enemy firing 
points, reassuring the local population 
and dealing with the small pockets of 
enemy forces that sporadically 
attacked as the mission concluded.

Business 'concern' but mood 
is optimistic for full recovery 


SHEPWAY’s worsening employ¬ 
ment is being watched “with grow¬ 
ing concern” by business leaders as 
new figures reveal a 65 per cent rise 
in those out of work on last year. 

The news comes after the district council sent 
out nine notices of redundancy to staff within 
its revenue and benefits division. 

The latest statistics from Kent County 
Council show that for February an extra 219 
people had registered as unemployed in the dis¬ 
trict, bringing the total to 2,380 or a 66.9 per 
cent increase on the same period 12 months 
ago. 

This brings the total of those out of work to 
4.1 per cent of the population, one of the high¬ 
est in the county and above the Kent average of 
3.3 per cent. 

Caroline Chambers, manager of the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce said the organisation

had been looking at ways to provide practical 
help, including the launch of a new training 
arm and hosting a special networking break¬ 
fast with employers. 

She said: “We have been watching the emerg¬ 
ing situation across east Kent with growing 
concern. We have decided initially to dedicate 
our efforts in delivering team leader and super¬ 
visor courses, which are proving to be very 
attractive to many small businesses across the 
Kent coast. 

“We believe that by pulling together with 
local partners in both the public and private 
sector we can avoid the worst effects of this 
recession and enable coastal resorts such as 
Folkestone to come out of this situation in a 
much stronger position.” 

Shepway council said it was helping to tackle 
unemployment in a number of ways, including 


bringing forward the development of land, such 
as the Mountfield Road Industrial Estate in 
New Romney, to create more job capacity. 

The council also said it was speeding up 
invoice payments through the Shepway 
Economic Regeneration Partnership, alerting 
businesses to public support agencies and 
increasing contributions towards business rate 
relief. 

Last week Shepway announced it had sent 
out nine notices of redundancy, as part of a 
long-term plan to restructure the revenues 
department. The notices do not necessarily 
mean job cuts will be made and a spokesman 
said the authority was confident that even if 
some were necessary, most workers affected 
could be redeployed.

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Blitz your garden and dig for victory

A MUSEUM is urging home- 
owners to dig for victory and uncover 
the remains of a Second World War 
shelter to be used in a new display. 

Volunteers at the Kent Battle of Britain 
museum in Hawkinge are creating a 19408- 
style wartime garden, complete with an 
Anderson air-raid shelter which was used by 
families during the height of the blitz. 

However, the front and back parts of the 
corrugated-iron structure are missing and the 
museum is now appealing for people to search 
their gardens and sheds to see if they have the 
distinctive sheets. 

Amanda Darbon, who is organising the dis¬ 
play, said she was first inspired after garden¬ 
ing at her allotment in Lydden while working 
at the museum and realised she could com¬ 
bine her interests. 

Ms Darbon, who lives in Dover, said: “There’s 
a long queue for allotments at the moment, it’s 



a shame more are not available, especially in 
this tricky situation during the recession. 

“During the war people had pride in what 
they grew in their garden, there was a sense of 
community. They could farm chickens, the 



eggs from which you could trade for butter and 
so on. It is said Britain had never been so 
healthy - there were no fast-food chains and 
everyone worked hard. 

She said the shelter was given to her by a 


neighbour in October last year and is the cen¬ 
trepiece of the 50ft x 25ft garden which has 
been divided into 20 plots. 

She said: “They must have saved a lot of 
lives, but they would make a horrible old rack¬ 
et and were pretty cold and damp. 

“The most likely places for people to find 
parts of these shelters now would be in their 
gardens - they may still be in use but as a 
shed, for example, or in allotments or garages.” 

The museum is also asking for photographs 
and memories of the Dig For Victory cam¬ 
paign, which opens over the Easter weekend. 

Re-enactors in period costume will be mak¬ 
ing an appearance on Easter Sunday and 
Monday, with pupils from nearby Churchill 
Primary School growing their own runner 
beans in the garden during the summer term.

LIFT CLOSURE PROTEST 
GATHERS MOMENTUM 



Protestors gathered at the Upper 
Station of the Leas Lift on Friday 
last week to campaign against its 
possible closure. 

Scores of people turned up to show 
their support for the 125-year-old 
water-balance lift after Shepway 
council's Cabinet agreed to terminate 
its lease to operate the service. 

The council said it cost too much to 
maintain, bringing in £30,000 
revenue each year but costing 
£90,000 to keep open. 

It's one of only three still in 
operation in the British Isles, 
according to local historian Eamonn 
Rooney. He was joined by Cllrs Lynne 
Beaumont and Tim Prater, who 
helped organise the demonstration, 
as well as Folkestone town centre 
manager John Barber. 

The lease will be returned to the 
Radnor Estate, which owns the lift, 
with the prospect of it not being 
reopened unless an operator can be 
found. 


Patrols to tackle disruptive youths 


GROWING reports of antisocial behaviour by 
teen gangs in Lydd town centre have led to 
police stepping up patrols and seizing alcohol. 

Large groups of youngsters have been held 
responsible for the spread of graffiti and other 
acts of vandalism over recent years, as well as 
being involved with underage drinking. 

Sgt Jasmine Bloomfield said residents 
were particularly upset when the town’s war 
memorial was defaced earlier this month. 

She said: “All Saints Church also suffers 
damage to windows on a regular basis. At 
times the groups can number more than 30, 
which is intimidating for the residents. 

“Police and Communities Together (PACT) 
meetings have identified eliminating anti¬ 
social behaviour as a priority for improved 
quality of life for the residents in Lydd.” 

Youths who have been stopped and spoken 
to by officers out on patrol tend to travel in 


from other areas by bus via the main bus 
stop in the High Street, with the last service 
leaving at 10.15pm. 

The rowdy behaviour of some of these 
youths waiting at the stop with friends cre¬ 
ates a disturbance which those living nearby 
have reported to police. 

Sgt Bloomfield said: “If officers find groups 
of youths who are causing problems they will 
be dispersed, and in some cases taken home 
and spoken to in front of their parents. 

“During the initiative officers have seized 
alcohol and cigarettes from youths. On sever¬ 
al occasions groups had to be ejected from 
the kebab shop on the High Str. This was at 
the request of the staff in this location, and 
all youths moved away without any issues.” 

Youths have been stopped by both foot and 
vehicle patrols in the past month and two 
dedicated officers will monitor the area.

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Parish's turmoil after error 
strips councillors of titles 

PARISH councillors in Eythome who were 
stripped of their titles after an error have 
attacked Dover District Council for refusing to 
reinstate them all. 

Instead, the authority has only reappointed 
five of the 11 , despite claims it was the district 
council’s mistake which led to them being 
removed. According to the villagers, an old dec¬ 
laration of acceptance of office form was given 
to them when they were elected. 

The error meant they had been serving ille¬ 
gally since May 2007. In February, the district 
took away their titles and last week reappoint¬ 
ed John Baldwin, Stuart Cowan, David Nash, 
Jeanette Stares and Richard Taylor-Worth - 
but not all of the 11 . 

A district statement read: “The appoint¬ 
ments were necessary so the parish council 
could function when it was discovered mem¬ 
bers had failed to take the declaration of 
acceptance of office in the form required.” 

Disqualified 

But Wendy Hansell, one of those left out, 
said: “The statement says we failed to sign the 
correct form, leading parishioners to think it 
was our fault, but we had been given the 
wrong form by the clerk.” 

According to the former councillors, the dis¬ 
trict decided against getting the correct forms 
signed and instead disqualified them before 
looking for five officers to take over. But this 
this option failed and they were then all asked 
to interview for just five positions. 

A statement from the former councillors 
read: ‘We felt to choose five was unjust, unde¬ 
mocratic and could not reflect electors’ wishes. 

“People who had previously resigned ... were 
encouraged to put themselves forward. 

“All had the opportunity to stand for re-election 
but chose not to - DDC decided to appoint three 
of these people. We care little for political games¬ 
manship, but more about our reputations.”

Tell us a little about yourself 




A I’m 39 years old, grew up in Folkestone and 
attended St Peter’s Primary School and 
Harvey Grammar School. I live in the town 
with my wife Qun and daughter Anna and am 
a member of the Folkestone Lions Club. 

I run my own management and business 
development training business, West End 
Training. 

When not working with local companies, I 
spend a considerable amount of time abroad 
advising foreign governments on how to 
develop more effective small business devel¬ 
opment policies and projects. 

I’ve worked in more than 20 countries, 
lived for three years in China and am cur¬ 
rently working with the Croatian govern¬ 
ment advising it on developing its small 
business policies to meet the requirements 
to join the EU. 

Q When did you first become involved in politics and 
local issues? 

A My late father Peter was very interested 
in politics, although he was never active 
in any party, as far as I am aware. 

Political issues were a frequent topic of 
conversation in our home when I was a 
child. My earliest political memories go back 
to a visit I made with my parents to 
Downing Street when Harold Wilson was 
Prime Minister in the mid-1970s. I seem to 


recall being able to walk down there in those 
days. 

I think it was the early Thatcher years 
and the disastrous economic and personal 
consequences of monetarism that shaped 
my political outlook in a Liberal direction. 

Socialism certainly has never had any 
appeal to me and a good school-friend of 
mine, Chris Lee, was a member of the Young 
Liberals and encouraged me to get involved. 
I started to get politically active in 1987 and 
joined the Shepway Liberal Association 
thanks to the late Bernard Budd. 

I was fortunate enough to represent the 
association in Blackpool in 1988 and voted 
for the merger of the SDP and the Liberal 
Party, leading to the creation of the Liberal 
Democrats. My larger involvement in local 
issues came when I returned to Folkestone 
in late 2006. 

Q Tell us about the Liberal Legend II and the Kent 
Roundhead blogs and how they first came about. 

A I had been interested in blogging for a 
number of years and wanted to do it 
while I lived in China between 2002 and 
2005, but unfortunately the Chinese author¬ 
ities didn’t permit access in those days. 

Liberal Legend was created on my return 
to the UK in 2005 and enabled me to sound 
off about issues of concern to me such as 
international human rights, protecting 
ancient freedoms and giving my views on 
internal political debates with the Liberal 


Democrats and wider, national political issues. 

Liberal Legend II was created after my 
resignation as the Liberal Democrat 
Prospective Parliamentary Candidate and 
returned to some of the themes that I had 
discussed in first blog, Liberal Legend. I 
finally resigned from the party in December 
2008. 

I still see myself as a political Liberal, 
which is why I’ve not followed some of my 
friends into the Conservative Party. 

The Kent Roundhead blog www.theken- 
troundhead.blogspot.com will continue 
some of the themes and concerns from the 
original blogs and is also intended to discuss 
a wider range of issues. I guess the blogging 
is a moral mission for me, although I don’t 
have as much time for it as I would like. 

Q What was behind your decision to leave the Shepway 
Liberal Democrats? 

A I think it is the worst-kept secret that 
during my time as parliamentary candi¬ 
date, although I had great support, I also 
had some problems with certain people in 
the Shepway Liberal Democrats who never 
liked my winning the selection. 

I will say no more than that I found some 
of the company less than congenial and felt 
that I could no longer remain a member in 
the light of what happened. It was discover¬ 
ing subsequently that my own situation 
wasn’t unique that made me decide to leave 
the Liberal Democrats completely.

Commission slams 
KCC for not heeding 
Icelandic warnings

Pioneering DJs remember 

'anarchy'on the high seas 


PARTYING and practical jokes to 
a soundtrack of rock’n’roll - that’s 
how the pioneering DJs of the 
Swinging Sixties remember pirate 
radio. 

The latest big screen offering from British 
director Richard Curtis, The Boat that 
Rocked, set on board an offshore ‘pirate’ radio 
station, opens nationwide at cinemas today. 

To mark this we spoke to some of the DJs 
who pushed the boundaries of the law to 
bring pop music to the masses. 

Roger Gale, the Tory MP for Thanet North, 
BBC Radio Kent presenter Roger Day and 
BBC Radio 2 presenter Johnny Walker, were 
among a crew of young men who became 
‘pirates’ of the airwaves in the 60s to chal¬ 
lenge the Government’s monopoly of radio. 

Curtis’s film stars Bill Nighy, Rhys Ifans 
and recent Bond girl Gemma Arterton, who is

from Gravesend, and is based on the story of 
Radio Caroline which began broadcasting off 
the coast of the UK in 1964. 

Mr Gale, who joined the Radio Caroline DJ 
team in August of that year, said: “When we 
were out there for the summer we were jump¬ 
ing off the side of the ship to swim as the 
records played. 

Coastguards 

“We would work a fortnight on the boat and 
have a week off. Huge crowds would welcome 
us off the boat - lots of girls. 

“I was engaged at the time so I did not revel 
quite as much as others.” 

In celebration of his birthday, the late night 
rock show presenter and his co-DJs decided 
to play a game involving their listeners. 

The ‘pirate’ boats had to stay three miles 


away from shore so they were in internation¬ 
al waters and not bound by English law. 

Mr Gale told how the broadcasters asked 
all the people in nearby coastal towns to drive 
down to the beach and flash their headlights. 

He said: “The coastguard went berserk. 
They were good times.” 

Johnny Walker was a Radio Caroline DJ who 
was used by Curtis as a consultant for the film. 

He said: “Richard has captured the spirit 
of pirate radio very well in the film. It was 
anarchy.” 

His colleague at the Beeb, Roger Day 
worked at Radio Caroline from 1966-68, he 
said: “It was the dream job for a 21-year-old. 
Playing great music and having a laugh.” 

He told how to fill the time between shows 
on the ship, the young men would squirt each 
other with the fire hose and play practical 
jokes, such as setting the breakfast show 
team’s alarm clocks so that they would wake 
up five hours too early. 


KENT County Council has been accused of 
negligence by putting millions of pounds of our 
money into Icelandic banks days before the 
system collapsed last year. 

KCC was one of seven English councils 
slammed in a report by spending watchdog the 
Audit Commission on Thursday, because the 
council carried on paying cash into the doomed 
Iceland banking system, despite warnings 
they were in trouble. 

The commission revealed KCC paid in £8.3 
million in early October, just days after a warn¬ 
ing on September 30 that one bank’s credit rat¬ 
ing had fallen. On October 7, the Icelandic 
banking system collapsed completely. 

The county council - which is believed to 
have lost £50m in the collapse - maintains it 
had been open about its conduct and hoped to 
get the cash back. But the fate of the £954m 
deposited by councils and other public bodies 
in Icelandic banks remains uncertain. 

There is no British government protection 
for institutions as there is for individuals. 

Handful 

The Audit Commission said most councils 
had “heeded warnings” about the declining 
credit worthiness of Icelandic banks during 
2008, and had acted. 

However, it said that some had ignored the 
risks while a handful, including KCC, had 
behaved “negligently”. 

The collapse has highlighted the “variable 
standards” within finance at different councils 
across England and Wales. 

“Good treasury managers recognised those 
risks and managed them appropriately,” said 
an Audit Commission spokesman. 

“Others either did not appreciate the risks or 
underestimated their significance.” 

KCC cabinet member for finance Nick 
Chard told the BBC: “The position and lan¬ 
guage used by the Audit Commission is quite 
extraordinary. It really is a case of the pot call¬ 
ing the kettle black. I find this a convenient 
smokescreen for the Audit Commission, which 
has twice the level of exposure in Icelandic 
banks that Kent County Council has.”

Great movie, legendary actor, no audience. Ross Emans says Shepway is in danger of losing a little gem... 



Go ahead, punk, make my day 
and keep our cinema open... 


I WRITE having just returned 
from watching the Clint Eastwood 
film Gran Torino at Folkestone’s 
Silver Screen cinema with my 
fiancee. 

It’s a hugely enjoyable and satisfying film, 
largely thanks to Eastwood’s superb acting 
and direction. However, the evening was 
tinged with sadness for two reasons. 

Firstly, Gran Torino is expected to be 
Eastwood’s last starring role, so we were wit¬ 
nessing the final celluloid moments of a leg¬ 
endary actor. 

His career has included so many iconic roles, 
not only in westerns like The Good the Bad 
and the Ugly, A Fistful of Dollars and, more 
recently, Unforgiven, but also as the unforget¬ 
table cop ‘Dirt/ Harry Callahan in the 1970s 
and ’80s. Because of this, Gran Torino felt like 
the end of an era. 

Secondly, and more poignantly from my 


point of view, there were only six people watch¬ 
ing the film, including us. 

This was not on a Tuesday afternoon, but 
Saturday evening, when the cinema should be 
at its busiest. 

I’m no business expert, but if these kinds of 
box office takings are commonplace, they are 
likely to threaten the cinema’s survival. 

Independent cinemas are an endangered 
species and in south-east Kent alone in the 
last couple of years we’ve seen the closure of 
cinemas in Deal and Margate, on top of the 
hundreds that have closed around the country 
since their heyday in the 1930s and ’40s. 

In Folkestone, we should count ourselves 
lucky to have such a great little cinema, whose 
decor harks back to those glory days and 
which has such charming features as seats for 
two at the back of the gallery in the main audi¬ 
torium. 

The staff are also incredibly friendly and 
welcoming. I am sure many people would 
lament its demise if it closed, but if everyone 


continues to drive to Ashford (where it costs 
more anyway) to watch a film, then that is 
what will surely happen. 

Gran Torino clearly does not have the same 
widespread appeal - more’s the pity - as the 
kinds of mindless blockbusters that abound 
these days, so I hope the film we watched was 
not indicative of the general situation at the 
cinema. Our experience brought home to us 
how crucial it is to support local businesses in 
tough economic times and we will certainly be 
returning again very soon. 

So before you head up the M20 to watch a 
film, think about saving yourself a few quid in 
petrol and watching it in Folkestone, while you 
still have the chance. 

Otherwise, like the great Clint Eastwood’s 
acting, our cinema may slip into film history.

Tell us about yourself and Retrotech 

Retrotech is run by three people: Colin Curl - on whose 
collection of wonderful items the shop inventory is based;

Moore's back 
on the streets 


Gary Moore is bad for you baby on his latest tour 


GARY MOORE 

Thursday, April 16 
Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone 

LEGENDARY guitarist 
Gary Moore starts his new 
live tour in Folkestone later 
this month. 

Considered one of the greatest gui¬ 
tarists the British Isles has ever pro¬ 
duced, Moore has appeared in the 
line-ups of several notable rock 
bands and enjoyed a highly success¬ 
ful solo career. 

His latest album, Bad For You 
Baby, demonstrates the extraordi¬ 
nary talent that has kept Moore at 
the forefront of blues music during a 
career that spans five decades. 

Bom in Belfast in 1952, Moore was 
of the generation of music fans who 
fell in love with rock’n’roll when Elvis 
Presley and then The Beatles came 
along. 

But when he saw acts like Jimi 
Hendrix and John Mayall’s 
Bluesbreakers performing in his 
home-town in the mid-60s, it opened 
up a whole new world for the young 
music-lover. 

His passion and latent talent for 
the blues increased when he heard 
the guitar-playing of musicians like 
Peter Green, who would later become 
Moore’s mentor. 

Soon considered a teenage prodigy 
under Green’s guidance, Moore later 
paid tribute to his hero by naming 
his 1995 album Blues For Greeny. 

Moore secured his first record deal 
in 1970 with the power trio Skid Row. 
Shortly before the deal was signed, 
Moore had moved to Dublin and met 
Phil Lynott, who had filled in as 
vocalist. Moore released three 
albums with Skid Row and toured 
the US as support act to bands such 
as The Allman Brothers Band and 
Mountain. 

Despite embarking on a solo career, 
he soon found himself drawn back 
into a band when Lynott invited him 
to join Thin Lizzy as Eric Bell’s 
replacement. He was with the band 
only briefly but returned after Brian 
Robertson left in 1977 and again for 
the Black Rose tour the following 
year. 

Exactly 30 years ago, Moore’s solo 
career really got under way with the 
single Parisienne Walkways, which 
reached the Top 10 in April, 1979. It 
was followed by a successful album, 
Back On The Streets, and he spent 
the late 70s and early 80s restlessly

pursuing the highest quality of music. 

In 1985 he reunited with Lynott for 
the hit single Out In The Fields and 
followed it with the Wild Frontier 
album, an exploration of his Celtic 
roots. But it was his 1990 album Still 
Got The Blues that really saw 
Moore’s creativity set free. The next 
album featured cameo appearances 
by blues greats such as Albert King, 
BB King and Albert Collins, with 
Moore making his mark even in this 


hallowed company. In 2006 he 
delighted Thin Lizzy fans by reunit¬ 
ing with the band for a one-off con¬ 
cert in Dublin. 

Moore has continued to experiment 
with his music and keep fans guess¬ 
ing, but one thing they can be sure of 
is that he will always be an excep¬ 
tional talent.

an 'infuriating genius'

FOOTBALL legend Brian Clough 
doesn’t appear to have a lot in com¬ 
mon with music mogul Simon 
Cowell, but Timothy Spall thinks 
otherwise. 

The seasoned British actor plays Clough’s 
right-hand man Peter Taylor in controversial 
new biopic The Damned United. He has read 
more than most about the football manager 
and has his own theory about Clough’s popu¬ 
larity 

“He was a loudmouth and he liked annoying 
people. Every now and again these personali¬ 
ties turn up who are both infuriating and fas¬ 
cinating, but you can’t help but like them,” 
Spall says. 

“You could compare them to Simon Cowell - 
they drive you nuts, but they are so original 
that you can’t resist them - they’re marvellous 
in their own right. And I think Clough enjoyed 
the limelight.” 

Brian Clough, who died in 2004, was 
thought to be one of England’s best managers. 
He won back-to-back European Cups with 
Nottingham Forest and took Derby County 
from the bottom of Division Two to their first 
Football League championship. 

The Damned United follows the player- 
tumed-manager’s rise with Derby from 1968 
up to his disastrous 44-day stint in charge of 
Leeds United in 1974, then the biggest club in 
the country. 

While Clough, played by Michael Sheen, 
enjoyed being the front-man, his loyal assis¬ 
tant manager Taylor was more of a shrinking 
violet, a kind-hearted man who worked hard 
behind the scenes and let Clough take the 
glory.

Their dynamic, sometimes volatile, partner¬ 
ship is at the heart of the film. 

“Obviously it’s a sporting piece, but it’s very 
much about the marriage between Clough and 
Taylor,” 52-year-old Spall says. 

“Taylor was a typical backroom boy, like a 
wife in the background - he brought all the 
support. His real talent was for knowing 
which players worked together and for spot¬ 
ting other players that had been undervalued. 

“Clough, apart from many other brilliant - 
and annoying - things, was an incredible man 
motivator. He knew how to get the best out of 
people. So it was a perfect marriage and a bit 
like a lot of double acts, comedians and show¬ 
biz partnerships, they’re not as good without 
each other.” 

The film, based on the book by Red Riding 
author David Peace, paints Clough as a charis¬ 
matic, ambitious young manager who liked to 
court controversy. Clough’s family are report¬ 
edly bitter about the book and the film, which 
portrays Clough as the victim of his own ambi¬ 
tion and competitiveness. 



His long-standing rivalry with Leeds man¬ 
ager Don Revie led him to take the post when 
Revie became England manager, even though 
he had railed against the club’s aggressive 
playing style. 

Clough and Taylor fell out over the decision, 
and Taylor refused to join him at Leeds. 
Clough soon began to realise he couldn’t cope 
on his own and became the least successful 
manager in the club’s history. 

But for all Clough’s bigmouth bravura, Spall 
says there was a kind man underneath: “He 
went and visited people in hospital and if any¬ 
one needed dosh, he’d help them out. 

“Very few sports types are that fascinating. 
He wasn’t just a braggart and a pundit, he was 
a kind of genius.”

We had a wild time on honeymoon

IT was 5.45am and pitch-black 
when we were woken by a cheery 
morning call and the promise of two 
steaming mugs of tea and warm 
muffins lying outside our tent. 

Sleepily pulling on thick woollen socks, hat, 
trousers, T-shirt and fleece, we stumbled from 
our temporary home perched on the edge of a 
dry river-bed and hauled ourselves on to an 
open-top Land Rover. 

In less than a minute, we were wide awake, 
peering through the pre-dawn gloom to catch 
a glimpse of the wildlife that lures millions to 
South Africa each year. 

It was day three of our honeymoon, and 
thoughts of our big day, drunken guests and 
dancing the conga had been shelved as we 
craned our necks to spot the elephants, 
giraffes, zebras, buffalo, wildebeest, lions and 
leopards we knew were out there somewhere. 

Our holiday was planned to meet our partic¬ 
ular interests by To Escape To, a tiny operator 
specialising in fixing honeymoons (including 
your wedding list) to an impressive list of 
destinations: South Africa, Kenya, Tanzania, 
Zanzibar, Mozambique, Uganda, Botswana, 
Namibia, Seychelles and Mauritius. 

That morning, we were searching for one of 
the rarest animals in the Timbavati Private 
Game Reserve, with its open borders leading 
into the two million hectares that make up the 
Kruger National Park. 

An hour and a half later, we were frustrat- 
ingly close. The jeep’s engine fell silent as we 
strained our ears to listen for movement. 

Suddenly the radio crackled, a call came from 
a nearby ranger. Clinging on tight, we flew over 
pot-holes and hollows, excitement rising in all of 
us - even the experienced tracker. 


And there they were. 

A full-grown female cheetah with her two 
tiny cubs, teaching them to feed on a deer 
carcass. She looked warily at us, putting her¬ 
self between us and her offspring. They were 
startlingly beautiful. 

The thrill of the morning was part of three 
truly fabulous days at Tanda Tula safari camp, 
staying in a luxurious tent a world away from 
conventional camping - complete with wrought- 
iron double bed and en-suite outdoor shower. 

Our days were made up of early-morning 
and late-aftemoon drives interspersed with 
traditional meals eaten in the open air and 
relaxing around the swimming pool. 

One afternoon, as we dipped our feet in the 
water, we spent an hour watching an elephant 
taking advantage of the cooling mud pool just 50 
metres away. He exemplified eveiything Tanda 
Tula stands for. It’s luxurious but not over the

Flooded rental market 
sees tumble in values 

PRIVATE rents in Kent have dropped as 
sellers continue to flood the rental mar¬ 
ket with unwanted properties, a Royal 
Institute of Chartered Surveyors’ survey 
has found. 

And activity in the rental market 
seems to be contributing to the slump in 
housing transactions, say the experts. 

A total of 42 per cent more chartered 
surveyors in the South East reported a 
rise than a fall in rental demand, com¬ 
pared with just five per cent in the pre¬ 
vious quarter. 

RICS South East director Peter Miller 
said: “The marketplace has become more 
competitive as reluctant landlords con¬ 
tinue to look to let properties they are 
unable to sell. 

“With property sales at historic lows 
the rental market will continue to boom 
- provided unemployment levels do not 
increase significantly. 

“The downward pressure on rents will 
increase in the coming months where 
supply matches demand, but with house 
prices still falling, yields will continue to 
increase for many investors.” 

David Parry, of Cluttons, said: “In¬ 
creasing numbers of homes are available 
to rent. Tenants have a very wide choice 
and are able to negotiate substantial dis¬ 
counts. 

“Family housing has fallen by 20 per 
cent in rental value.” 

Sales increase seen as 
ray of light by agents 

ESTATE agents recorded eight property 
sales on average last month, according to 
a housing market report by the National 
Association of Estate Agents. 

This is an increase on the average of 
six in January. 

The return of first-time buyers to the 
market held firm, dropping by just one 
per cent of the total sales for February. 

The survey also found sales prices on 
average were 7.5 per cent lower than the 
asking price. 

Association president Chris Brown 
said: “This sales increase is a real boost 
for a beleaguered market. It shows the 
demand identified by the NAE A is slow¬ 
ly but surely translating into sales. 

“The housing market has had a devas¬ 
tating year, but prices are lower than 
they have been for a long time and there 
are bargains to be had. 

“These little signs all add up to a glim¬ 
mer of light at the end of what has been 
a long and difficult tunnel.”

Suzuki sends in the clones 


GET used to even more cloning of 
small cars like the Suzuki Splash, 
especially now that we have a glob¬ 
al slowdown. 

True, demand for mini cars has increased, 
but unit profitability is small too so it makes 
sense to ‘re-invent the wheels’ for several 
carmakers to use. 

But how does Suzuki make the case for 
people to buy the Splash, when it is nearly- 
identical to the Vauxhall Agila? The fag paper- 
thin argument comes down largely to Splash 
being a bright new name that buries memo¬ 
ries of the quite awful Wagon-R model it 
replaced... the same quite awful car re-badged 
and also sold as the original Vauxhall Agila. 

The Splash (from £8,350) has arguably the 
neater front grille too, while the smaller model 
line-up is better equipped as standard and 
concentrates on the 1.2-litre petrol engine - 
the best deal on offer across both ranges, 
including the 1.3-litre diesel option. 

Morally, Suzuki also deserves the business

best superminis around - and the clones are 
built by Suzuki in Hungary, although 
Vauxhall masterminded the car’s huge interi¬ 
or and overall design. It has a small footprint 
and a tall stance without the leaning and 
fidgety ride usually associated with lofty cre¬ 
ations on short wheelbases. In fact, the Splash 
is a decent drive - sure-footed and responsive 
- and one of a few that the average downsiz¬ 
ing family could pick to cover all their needs. 

Like most mini-MPVs the boot is small, so 
Suzuki has deleted the spare wheel to free 
space beneath the boot floor, but the dash¬ 
board is well-arranged with nice detail and the 
car is awash with stowage. 

Three people across the back seat would not 
feel especially cramped either - fold down one 
rear seat and you have loads more space while 
retaining two seats - and headroom is excep¬ 
tional. However, the seats feel thin on long 
journeys and overall cabin ambience could use 
more quality.

Sittingboume-based Scipac - has used 
business coaches for its top executive and 
management team and reports dramatic 
results. 

It is projecting a 28 per cent growth in 
revenue and a 60 per cent increase in prof¬ 
it for the financial year ended March. 

The firm has been trading for nearly 25 
years. Founded by Dr Clive Dawes and 
the late Tony Raeside, it has developed 
products used in the health diagnostic sec¬ 
tor, but growth meant it was in a transi¬ 
tional phase. 

Managing director Stephane Argivier 
said: “Because of the changes in strategy 
we needed to get relevant experience into 
our management team as fast as possible. 
We saw coaching as a way of accelerating 
the implementation of our business plan.” 

It called in Maidstone-based WSQ 
Solutions and now the company reports: 
“Our staff feel more valued, motivated and 
clear about their targets and roles.” 

Green awards reminder

TIME is running out for companies to 
enter the Environment Awards for Kent 
Business 2009 - the deadline is April 30.

The awards also reward companies that 
have had a positive impact in the commu¬ 
nity. 


A SCHEME that helps villages 
open a community shop is proving 
a huge success in the county. 

It is probably the first time in the UK that a 
dedicated scheme with all the help and advice 
on board has been rolled out. 

And such is the interest, supporters believe 
it could lead to dozens of villages having a 
shop again. 

The project has just been launched by Kent’s 
‘Mr Rural Retailer’ - Sean Carter. 

The Community Shop Development 
Scheme, sponsored by Kent County Council 
and the South East England Development 
Agency (Seeda), is being run by Mr Carter and 
co-worker Victoria Lawson. 

There are four such shops already open in 
the county, but with the new scheme now on 
the go the team hopes to more than double 
that number within a year. 

It’s linked with the Kent Association of 
Rural Retailers (Karr) - again, reckoned to be 
the only one of its kind in the UK - which is 
run by Mr Carter, a former blue-chip retail 
company executive, as part of his role as rural 
retail adviser to Action with Communities in 
Rural Kent. 

Permission 

Community shops have been operating in 
Littleboume since 2000, Cliffsend since 2004, 
Biddenden since 2005 and Shoreham since 
2007. 

There have been two open days about the 
scheme, and there are plans to open shops in 
Barham in mid-May and Chart Sutton at the 
end of June, subject to planning permission. 

Ms Lawson, who helps groups set up a legal 
entity to run the shops and raise money, said a 
number of villages had expressed strong inter¬ 
est. 

The next open day is at Lenham on 


Wednesday, April 22. 

A general pamphlet is being worked on, 
along with a ring-binder booklet with full 
details which can be updated as necessary. 

Ms Lawson said communities had first of all 
got to establish, perhaps through a public 
meeting, if they really wanted a shop and then 
if they intended to fully support it. 

Once the go-ahead is given, a steering group 
is set up and a legal entity created, usually an 
industrial and provident society, but it could 
be a company. 

Villagers can buy one share each, giving 
them the right to vote on the shop’s future. The 
going price is usually £20 but can vary. 

Premises could be a former pub, for example, 
former shop or even a container cabin. 

The shops are not-for-profit and any surplus, 
or money which comes out of them, if they fold, 
must be spent locally. Mr Carter said that out 


of 180 community shops across the country - 
growing at the rate of 15 a year - he knew of 
only a couple that had closed. He said: “It’s 
amazing. Once a community has lost its shop 
and actually gets involved in setting up a new 
one, they realise it’s their own shop and they 
tend not to let it go down. 

“The scheme has got off to a good start. It 
shows there is now an awareness at local gov¬ 
ernment level that a lot of talking has been 
done in the past about retail services, and now 
at last we are seeing a bit of action. 

“I still believe commercial shops should be 
getting a bit of the action as well. 

“They are just as valuable to the community. 
The post office closures really started focusing 
minds about what was going on in rural Kent.”

'Devastated' Grazioli 
retires to save sight 

THE term ‘legend’ is often banded about in 
football, but this is how striker Giuliano 
Grazioli will be remembered in non-league 
circles after being forced to hang up his 
boots. 

The 34-year-old Dover Athletic striker was 
told he could risk losing his sight and has 
retired on medical advice. 

The former Barnet striker joined Andy 
Hessenthaler’s Whites this season and 
believes the eye condition stems from a con¬ 
cussion received during a 2-1 victory at 
Wealdstone in November. Grazioli, who has 
made 237 appearances and scored 119 goals 
in 14 years, was devastated. 

He said: “It was a hell of a shock. I am 34 
and have had my career, but I thought I still 
had another two or three years left in me. 

“Football is all I know and my main 
income, but I have made the right decision. I 
have two kids and I want to see them grow 
up.” 

Grazioli hit the headlines in January 1998, 
when his first half strike for Stevenage 
Borough earned a lucrative FA Cup fourth 
round replay against Newcastle United. 

After spells at Swindon Town and Bristol 
Rovers he joined Barnet, where he became a 
cult hero. At Underhill he scored 62 goals in 
131 games, including 29 in the 2004/05 sea¬ 
son, which helped earn his side promotion to 
the Football League. 

With five goals in 25 appearances for the 
Whites, Grazioli revealed he will look back 
on his time at Dover as one of the golden 
moments of his career. He has been 
impressed by the professionalism shown by 
the club and believes they will go from 
strength to strength. 

He said: “Playing at Dover feels as good as 
when I was at Barnet. I am amazed how 
many supporters turn out. It is something 
Dover as a town should be proud of.” 

Grazioli is unsure as to where his future 
will lead, but will stay at the club until the 
end of the season in a coaching role. 

He added: “Some clubs would have told me 
to leave straight away, so I’m grateful.”
